outside of the house except to the 
neighbors on the night the tar and 
feathering occurred. He said he had 
been ill with the grippe and at 8:40 
went in next door to get his chil- 
dren, returning at 9:05 to his home.

ilortg the Marne and cast of Rheims. 


In the assurance that this drive 


would be successful, if not in open- 
ing the road to Paris, at least m in- 
flicting great losses on the enemy, 
•he Central powers, it is believed, 
felt-that in their panic and despera- 
tion, the entente powers would be 
.prepared to discuss peace.

Always, it has been noticed, the 


oeace overtures emanating from the 
Central powers have been confided 
to the cleverer and smoother hands 
of Austrian diplomats, where the 
military accomplishments of 
the 


Central powers were not so pro- 
nounced in value as to warrant the 
rougher and. more arrogant dicta- 
tions of the German general staff.

His story of the French 


people, the 'farmers driving to town 
with white oxen, the scenes of Cae- 
sar's ambitions, is of more than 
passing interest, 


Following is the letter "Casey" 


wrote to his mother on May 26: 


Sunday, May 26, 1918. 
France. 


My Dearest Mother: 


I have time today to sit down and 


write you a real honest to goodness 
letter. 
Up to a week ago we were 


oeing shifted around at a rate that 
made us dizzy, but-now we have our 
train and are waiting in a beautiful 
part of France for orders to go up. 


When I last wrote you we were in 


a camp resting up from the trip 
across. Since then we have taken a 
long jump to another part of the 
country where we were assigned to 
our train, and from there to what is 
called a "train garage" conveniently 
near our point of operation. 
I have never had the opportunity 


to tell you about ou*- train, which is 
dke a number' of others the United 
States is operating in France. These 
trains aer bought by the American 
Red Cross, made in England, and 
operated by the government with 
regular 'hospital train units. 


They are made up of 16 vestibule,

We talk about patriotism and

he pulled down about his ears. A 
mile farther another blast repeated 
the incident and Mr. Greeley quickly 
said, 'It's my turn', and recovering 
the hat placed it in the bottom of the 
rig, set both heels upon it, and then 
wrapped a woolen comforter turban- 
fashioned about his head. 'We'll see 
if we can put a stop to this frolic,' 
he said." 


The two men put up at the same 


hotel, and that night a young lawyer, 
thinking St'iles was Mr. Greeley's 
secretary, asked for an introduction 
to the journalist to.obtain his auto- 
graph. Mr. Greeley, at the 
same 


time inscribed the autograph in the 
portfolio. 


"Later we retired to my room and 


found we could not decipher a word 
of the autograph," Mr. Stiles wrote. 
"So back we went and as Mr. Greeley 
answered our rap, he laughed and 
said: 'I anticipated your wishes. Not 
one in a thousand can read my writ- 
ing.' So he interpreted and I wrote 
same below his."

BUILDING^ CODE 


Industrial Commission to 


Hold Hearing in 


Milwaukee 


The1 Industrial' Commission an- 


nounces a hearing upon proposed 
amendments to the State Building 
Code, -to be held at the Republican 
House, .Milwaukee, July 23. Some 
of the amendments proposed arc 
quite material, and are of iittercst 
to all architects, 
contractors 
and 


builders in the state. 


One of the principal changes pro- 


posed in the building code is a re- 
quirement that the plans for all 
public buildings must be submitted 
to the industrial commission. Un- 
der the code as it now stands, only 
plans for schools and theaters are re- 
quired to be 
submitted, although 


most architects in the state are now 
voluntarily sending plans for public 
buildings to the commission. An- 
other important proposed new ruling 
13 that 
prohibiting apartments in 


rear yards. 
In buildings used for 


garages, fire-proof construction is re- 
quired for the first time. In two- 
story school buildings having more 
than four class rooms on one floor 
it is proposed that the first floor 
must be fire proof. Changes are al- 
so made with reference to artificial 
lighting in school class rooms, and 
as to the required thickness of fire 
escape material; also in the require- 
ments as to the construction of the- 
aters in small'towns. 


The proposed changes in the build- 


ing code have been submitted to the 
chiefs of fire departments, city of- 
ficials, architects, 
contractors and 


builders throughout the state. At 
the proposed hearing, the commission 
will sit with the Board of Appeal 
provided under tho building code,

OST of the leading cities of; 
' Wisconsin are1 on the sites of 


old Indian villages. Proba- 


bly this accounts for the fact that' 
so many of the cities are on streams, 
and lakes, because it was largely by 
canoe that the Indian was able to 
travel from place to place. The riv- 
ers and lakes were the'highways for 
the pioneer settlers. The Indian 
trails through the forests have be- 
come the highways of today. 
The 


old military road which 
stretches 


I from Green B'ay through Portage to 
the lead raining district has 
been 


utilized for the greater part for the 
trunk highway system. The..names 
of these old Indian villages have>.be- 
come the names of many of our cit- 
ies.It was the fur trade of the interior 
which brought the French early to 
Wisconsin. Following'the lakes and 
streams, they got. in touch with the 
Indians from village to village. They 
introduced iron pots and kettles for 
the Indians' crude utensils. 
They 


gave them iron fish hooks, hatchets, 
spears and guns and many blankets 
of various colors in exchange for 
skins .of beasts. 
The trade became 


so extensive that the Indian aban- 
doned his methods of support; gave 
up his ways and means for making 
his stone instruments and became 
early dependent upon the French for 
a livelihood. To keep -fur trading 
within the French hands, the trade 
was licensed and unauthorized trad- 
ers were treated severely by -the 
government. 


Work of Astor 


After the French had been defeat- 


ed and driven from Wisconsin in 
1760, the British assumed control of 
the 
fur 
trading 
establishment. 


American occupation was -unable to 
put British supremacy to an end im- 
mediately. In 1816, however, con- 
gress forbade the British from con- 
ducting a fur trade in the northwest 
and the.English served greatly to 
help the . American Fur 
company 


founded by. John Jacob Astor, head- 
quarters pn the.Island of Mackinac', 


From a time shortly, after the 


coming of Nicolet to Wisconsin, in 
1034, until about 1835, the fur trade 
was the prime business 'of Wiscon- 
sin. 
It was at its greatest height in 


1820 
and Green Bay was then its 


chief Emporium in Wisconsin. This 
is only a century ago. By 1835 new 
interests had arisen, which have led 
to the establishment of agriculture 
and industries in Wisconsin. 
The.- 


far traders naturally chose Indian 
villages as the site for most of their 
posts and such villages were gen- 
erally at places well selected for the 
purpose. 
They were on portage 


trails, where craft had to be carried 
around falls or rapids, as De Pere, 
Kaukauna, Appleton, and Neenah; 
or they were on portage plains, be- 
tween distinct -water systems, etc. 


French Were "Ahead 


But the French were always pre- 


dominant in the fur trading indus- 
try. 
Naturally at many 
of these 


communities, where there were large 
fur trading- posts located, will be 
found 
French descendants toduy. 


This is particularly true of Green 
Bay and southwestern Wisconsin.' 


Many settlements where these In- 


dian posts were located have derived 
their names from the Indians. Josh- 
ua Hathaway compiled the following 
list showing the Indian significance 
of each title: 


Milwaukee or 
Milouaqui, of the 


early- French 
settlers, is derived 


from the Indian name of our own 
river, Mahn-a-wau-kee • seepe, 
first 


and .third 
syllables accented. The 


word 
is Pottawattamie 
probably; 


and the early Fvench traders gave 
different significations to it, so that 
no one of them is reliable. 


Sheboygan, or 
Che-boig-an of 


the early maps, is from the Indian 
name, Shawb-wa-way-kum, half ac- 
cent of the first, atid full accent'of 
the third syllable; the word.or sen- 
tence (most likely 
Chippewa) ex- 


presses -.a tradition "that a great 
nrse, coming under ground from the 
region of Lake Superior, was heard 
at this river."

Manitowoc; or Devil's Den. The 


tradition of the Indians . is, that a 
nondescript being was several times 
observed at the mouth of the river; 
hence its name. 


Known as Two Rivers 


Ne-sho-tah, or Twins, now known 


as Two Rivers. 
A glance 
at the 


place, or at the map. shows how ap- 
propriate the name. 


Ke-wuu-r.ec i-ivur, on Lake Mich- 


igan, east 
of the head of 
Green 


Bay, 
signifies Prairie Hen. It was 


formerly'known as Wood's river In

tawattamie. 


Waukesha Gets Name 


Waukeeshah, the name given to 


the county wrested from Milwaukee 
in 1846. As the county was appro- 
priated without the consent of thp 
owners, so it was very proper that 
the name should be. It is very prob-" 
able that this -name was never seen 
in English characters until the year 
1846, when it was inscribed, by the- 
writer of this, upon 
an oak tree, 


standing where the town of Roches- 
ter .now. .stands, ,in Racine county^ 
The name was selected by me with 
thc consent of Messrs. Cox and My- 
ers, all being interested in the loca- 
tion, as a name for the future'town, 
and it so appears' on the section'u 
maps of 
those times. 
When the 


town began to be settled shortly aft- 
er, the name was changed by the in- 
habitants to Rochester, because, like 
the, Rochester of New York, it had a 
water power—no further point of re- 
semblance being traceable. 


In 1836-37, I was engaged.in sub- 


dividing the townships now compris- 
ing Racine' county, and'from some 
Indian-boys lodged near my encamp- 
ments, I made additions to my In- 
dian vocabulary; and with the ^me- 
dium of a fo>:-skin collar, I ob- 
tained this name, understanding it 
to be Pottawattemie for 
"Fox," 


which is a favorite name with the 
natives for all crooked rivers, whose 
course, 'in this respect, - resembles 
the eccentric trail of that animal. 
By giving 
the 'middle syllable 
a 


thin, prolonged, decided accent, and 
leaving the last syllabi* but half as- 
pirated, you have the original as 
given to me—Wau-kee-shah. 


Me-qon-i-go, from Me-quan-i-go- 


ick, likewise the name of the town. 
Mic-wsn signifies a ladle—a bend 
in each stream known by that name 
resembling a ladle, seems to have 
given the name. ' That the resem- 
blance may be detected, it may be 
well to remark that the Indian ladle 
is a very >crooked utensil, with the 
handle turned quite over the bowl.

Congress Will Some Day 


Challenge Supreme Court 


The day must come when congress 


will successfully challenge the right 
of the United States supreme court 
to set aside its enactments on the 
ground that they conflict with the 
constitution. Experience has shown 
that every piece of legislation mark- 
ing a social advance presents some 
feature that can be made the sub- 
ject of legalistic hair-splitting by a 
supreme court whose'prejudices are 
disturbed, so that in effect we are 
at the mercy, in matters of federal 
legislation, of five elderly men ex- 
ercising authority to nullify the pop- 
ular will as expressed by congress 
and the president. 
Nothing is so 


well designed to shake popular con- 
fidence in our political institutions 
as this assumption and exercise by 
the supreme court of the power to 
nullify acts of congress. We are a 
very numerous and greatly diversi- 
fied people, spread over a vast geo- 
.graphical area, and the difficulties 
m the way of procuring action by 
congress in such matters as child la- 


theory of an impotent democracy. 
Those in charge of the fighUfor ade- 
quate child labor regulation should 
make no such surrender?. There 
could be no better time for the lib- 
eral elements of the county to unite 
in insisting that congress and the 
president must be left free to carry 
out the popular will. Lawyers may 
disagree as to the authority of the 
supreme court. 
Intelligent liberals 


should admit no ground for disa- 
greement. 
There is a firm legal 


basis for their contention, and this 
is their opportunity to insist that it 
prevail. The courts themselves have 
shown that they are willing to 
stretch a point or resolve a doubt 
when they wish to construe the con- 
stitution in such a way as to pro- 
tect property.

lumber, in 1017, made an aver- 
age profit on the net 
invest- 


ment of 17 per cent. This is un- 
usually large for the industry, 
as is indicated hy the fact that 
the average profit in 1916 was 
only 5.2 per eent. In 1917, 47 
per cent of the footage of the 
companies covered vaa pro- 
duced at a profit of over 20 per 
csnt. The rsnge of profits wag 
from a small loss to over 121 
per c*nt on the net investment. 
The margin cf profit per thou- 
sand 
board feet in 1917 
was 


nearly double that in previous 
years, the figure being $4.83 as 
compared with $2.11 in-1916. A 
fair margin per thousand feet 
in the past has been recognized 
as being $3. 


These figures for 1917 are the 


more 
notable for the reason 


that the profits shown do not 
include any payments of feder- 
al income and 
excess profits 


taxes, but are the sums actu- 
ally available for additions to 
surplus or dividends. -Informa- 
tion secured from the compa- 
r.ies~ concerning their dividends 
and income taxes supports the 
preceding statements.
